ERE are indications that 
Hitler may make a climac- 

tic effort to crush Russia 
quickly as an answer to the 
“Atlantic charter” drafted 
by Prime Minister Churchill 
and President Roosevelt. 

At least one more supreme 
attempt to roll up the Red armies 
in the North and take Moscow 
and Leningrad is clearly within 
the power of the Nasi war mach- 
ine before snow files, and the 
day's news suggests it may al- 
ready be taking form. 

The 10 days that have elapsed 
since the main offensive was shifted 
southward to the Ukraine is suf- 
ficient for a formidable gathering 
of forces from another attempt to 
effect a decisive break-through in 
the direction of Moscow or Lenin- 
grad. The signs appear to point to 
another transfer of emphasis. 

With the extent of the German 
triumphs in the Ukraine uncertain 
and the next offensive move a

LONDON, Aug. 
(BUP) — Three great Rus- 
sian armies have smashed or | 
slowed ferocious German of- 
fensives all the way from 
Lake Onega on the Finnish 
front to the Ukraine, authori- 
tative Russian sources assert- 


ed today. 

Marshals Kiementi Voroshilov, 
Semyon Timoshenko and Semyon 
Budenny have thrown fresh 
masses of men and material into 
the front and‘ the Germans are 
suffering frightful losses in a 
desperate attempt to continue 
their third grand scale offensive 
of the war, it was said. 

On the far northern front, Russian 
troops have smashed German and 
Finnish attacks west of Lake Onega, 
northeast of Lake Ladoga, aimed at 
the Leningrad - Murmansk Arctic 
railroad, authoritative Russian 
spokesmen said. 

BEAT OFF ATTACKS 

In the Kholm area of the Lenin- 
grad-Moscow front, 170 miles west 
of Moscow and 110 miles from the 
Leningrad - Moscow railroad at 
which the Germans are striking, the 

Russians are beating off savage 
German attacks and inflicting heavy 
losses, it was said. 

In the Smolensk area, where the 
Germans attacked without pause 
for a month in their attempt to 
break the Russian line defending 
the Moscow region, the Germans 
are now digging in, Russian inform- 
ants said, 

On the Ukrainian front, it was 
asserted the Russians have re- 
pulsed with grave losses a heavy 
attack west of Kiev, Russian in- 
formants said. 

The Germans attacked with every- 
thing they had on an exceedingly 
narrow front, according to the Rus- 
Sian advices, and were beaten back 
without material gain. It was indi- 
cated that the attack; led by massed 
tanks, had been definitely smashed. 
“UNDER CONTROL” 

The informants admitted that in 
the Uman sector of the Ukrainian 
front the Germans had gained “a 
certain success” and that on the rest

Two officials of the German em- 
bassy at Rio De Janeiro were re- 
ported to have boarded the vessel 
at that time. 

The Stella, built in 1923 at Sun- 
derland, was in European trade 
unti] the outbreak of war and was 
last reported to be anchored with 
three other Italian ships June 8, 
1940, at Recife, Brazil.

U.S. Board To Put 
Squeeze On Japs

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—(BUP)—The economic de- 
fence board headed by Vice-President Henry A. Wallace will 
direct its first efforts toward exerting trade pressure on 
Japan and aiding Free French territory in Africa, it was 
learned today. 


The board, created by President 
Roosevelt to direct economic war- 
fare against the Axis, formulated 
the program at a meeting this 
week, Wallace confirmed that two 
projects were underway, but de- 
clined to discuss them. The board 
will meet again next week. 

The nature of economic measures 
to be taken against Japan could not 
be learned. It was pointed out, 
however, that the government al- 
ready holds the instrumentalities for 
completely shutting off trade at any 
time desired, Japanese funds in the 
United States have been frozen and 
can be used only with treasury 


Russia Believed 
Far From Beaten 


LONDON, Aug. 16.—(CP)—A request by Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill and President Roosevelt for a three-power con- 
ference with Russia was taken here today as a sign that 
Britain and United States consider Russia far from beaten. 


Although the Soviet army was 
reported retreating before a fierce 
German offensive in the Ukraine, 
war commentators emphasized the 
meseage (to Stalin referred to 
“consideration of ga long-term 
policy,” apparently indicating ex- 
pectation the war would last a 
long time. 

At the same time the fact that 
two nations pledged Russia “the

Gas Rationing 
Edict Hits 18 


Eastern States 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1¢—(AP) 
—A sweeping gasoline rationing 
system for the eastern United 
States, meaning a cut of about 26 
per cent in the fuel available for 
automobiles used for pleasure or 
“non-essential” purposes, was set 
up Friday by the office of price 
administration and civilian sup- 
ply, effective immediately, 

The action, unprecedented in the 
United States in peace-time, did not 
involve the issuance of ration cards 
to individual automobile operators, 
but slashed by 10 per cent the sup- 
plies delivered to service stations. 


20 PER CENT CUT 

However, it was estimatea the cut 
would be about 20 per cent as ap- 
plied to “non-essential” motor cars 
because it was announced that the 
supplies for fire department ve- 
hicles, ambulances, commercial and 
agricultural activities and other es- 
sential services would not be re- 
duced at all. 

The announcement said “it is ex- 
pected that more severe curtail- 
ments will be necessary in the fu- 
ture.” 

Operators of filling stations were 
invested with responsibility to dis- 
tribute the gasoline equitably 
among some 10,000,000 customers. 
Officials would not say what plans 
had been made for enforcing the 
order, but expected that oil com- 
panies will comply with it.

LONDON, Aug. 16.—(CP) 
—Britain and the United 
States were reported authori- 
tatively tonight to have won 
a Russian promise of active 
participation in a “stop 
Japan” movement in return 
for a sharply stepped up pro- 
gram of war aid to Moscow.

Tank-Mindedness Guarantees Success On Battlefield 


Even Defence Minister 


Has Been Tank Convert 
Since Battle In 1918

ee summer was a period of upheaval in every army which 
knew, or suspected, that it might some day face Hitler's 
Wehrmacht. The imperative need after the Fall of France 
was obvious. That was a new type of army, one which must 
gain hitting strength from armored fighting vehicles, speed 
from wheels and gasoline, sustained power from close-knit 
cohesion of all fast-travelling combat corps striking as one.

Weygand The Enigma

‘There is much that does not meet 
_the eye in the new Vichy French align- 
ment with Nazi Germany. 

And chief of these hidden uncer- 
tainties is General Weygand. 

Weygand was an enigma very early 
in the constitution of the illegal Vichy 
administration. 

He skipped off to North Africa and 
region. Commoned back to Vichy, he 
reorganized the French armies in that 
refused to return. Even when a special 
plane was sent to fetch him, he de- 
clined to obey Petain’s summons. 

For several months, he permitted 
it to be believed that he was opposed 
to the Vichy regime and that a break 
in principle, if not in fact, had occurred 
between himself and Petain. 

It was even thought, for awhile, that 
he was co-operating secretly with Gen- 
eral Charles de Gaulle, Free French 
leader. 

Then came evidence that he was 
not favorable to de Gaulle. It was

Weygand returned to Vichy shortly 
before Petain announced his second 
surrender to Hitler. But his role there

Hamstringing Japan | 

Typical of the firmer British atti- 
tude towards the threatening antics of 
Japan is the announcement that, effec- 
tive today, London is banning all ex- 
ports to Japan except under license. 
This step plainly indicates two 
things: 

1, That Britain and the United 
States have come to a common decision 
to waste no more time in the appease- 
ment and conciliation of the Japanese 
warmongers. 

2. That the British believe Jap- 
anese threats to Thailand and Siberia 
are rapidly approaching the point of 
action. 

There is no doubt that Japan has 
been preparing for ag ion in the 
firm conviction that neither the United 
States nor Great Britain would pre- 
cipitate war in the Pacific by dealing 
too harshly with Japanese insolence 
and greed. 

And while it is true that the applica- 
tion of economic sanctions is a long way 
from military resistance, this British 
gesture will surely indicate to Tokyo 
that the democratic allies are not bluff- 
ing, as many Japanese had obviously 
hoped and believed. 

The Japanese people are plainly not 
united in the proposal to take on new 
opponents. 

At the very least, then, this eco- 
nomic hamstringing of Japan, will tend 
to create internal diversions and dis- 
sensions in a country which seems to 
be taking an unconscionable time about 
making up its mind to strike.

It is all very well for Berlin to ridicule 
and for Rome to sneer at the results of the 
mid-sea conference between Winston 
Churchill and Franklin D, Roosevelt. 

All this anxious Axis depreciation only 
has the effect, if their stupid propagandists 
only knew it, of confirming our suspicions 
that the meeting of our leaders has them 
badly worried. 

No one knows better 
than the Nazis the value 
of efficiency. ve 

It is upon efficiency 
and economy of effort 
that their greatest suc- 
ceases have depended. 

We have learned re- 
cently something about 
the intensive training of 
German army officers; 
a most —— 
of them have to spe- 
cial training in the navy, Msfelé L. Welr 
in the air foree and in mechanized divi- 
sions; and how every general officer has 
to be intimately familiar with the opera- 
tions of every branch of the service. 

We have learned, too, of the rigid in- 
struction given every German soldier. 

All the German victories have demon- 
strated the triiimph of efficiency, and that 
a poor lot of men, if properly trained and 
disciplined, can beat a lot of men 
who have been trained not so efficiently. 

This, then, is the source of Axis worry 
over the meeting between Churchill and 
Roosevelt; that it preludes a higher 
standard of efficie in the organization 
of the English-speaking world to destroy 
Nazi power. 

The Germans know what efficiency 
can do. And they know that a truly efti- 
cient British-American war effort is an 
irresistible force.

Beaverbrook lost no time, after artiv-

More Positive Action 


The Germuns fear the efficiency im- 
plied in the understanding established be- 
tween Britgin and America. 

There is another implication that terri- 
fies them still more. And that is the 
inescapable conclusion that all this speeded 
up effort points directly to an invasion of 
Germany. 

The drive on tank production indicates 
more positive action. For while tanks are 
necessary for defense, the tank is primarily 
an offensive weapon. 

The meeting between Churchill and 
Roosevelt was proof positive that the allies 
are no longer content with a defensive 
role. 

The presence of Lord Beaverbrook in 
Washington shows that they are taking 
active bed to graduate out of that de- 
fensive role.

Peace Offensive 


But if the allies are preparing to take 
the offensive in a military way, they are 
also preparing to take the offensive in a 
moral way. 

There was deep significance, for 
instance, in the enunciation of a peace 
program by the two great leaders of 
democracy. 

Hitherto, all ace proposals have 
issued in a roundabout and indirect way, 
in the form of rumors and kite-flying, 
from Berlin. 

Hitler, it is well known, has set many 
of these peace feelers afloat. 

The formulation of a basis for peace, 
then, as it came out of the Atlantic con- 
ference, is a left-handed but. no less 
positive rejection of all these vague and 
specious offers. 

Britain and America, it was made very 
plain, will acknowledge only one kind of 

ace. And that is a peace based, not on 
I roi proposals, but on the democratic 
ideal. 

There is no doubt that Hitler intended 
to offer some kind of terms to Britain im- 
mediately after the close of the Russian 
campaign. Now he finds his offers spurned 
before they are even made. 

He finds himself in the position of los- 
ing the military initiative and of having 
lost the peace initiative. 

Britain and America now .are on the 
offensive from every standpoint.

OTTAWA. — (Special) ~ Do you 
know what happens when you do- 
nate a piece of scrap iren or steel 
to Canada’s war effort? Do you 
realize the extent of your contribu- 
tion? 

“It is much greater than most 
Canadians think,” declared William 
Knightley, supervisor, Canada’s Na- 
tiona? Salvage campaign, in en in- 
terview today. “To turn in an ob- 
solete machine, or even so small a 
thing as @ couple of broken mon- 
key wrenches, is to help Canada 
save time, lebor, money *ih the 
building of tanks, guns, bombs, ar- 
mor plating for ships, hand gre- 


,nades, and all the other devices of 


war made from steel and iron.” 

Mr. Knightley went on to explain 
some of the technicalities of Can- 
ada’s heavy-industry war produce 
tion, 

Steel, he pointed out, may be 
made from iron ore, or from a mix- 
ture of iron ore and s¢erap metal. 
The more scrap metal used, the 
greater the output of a smelter. A 
smelter turning out 10,000 tons of 
stee] a week using iron ore alone 
can increase its output to 25,000 
tons a week using iron ore and 
Scrap. 

*The hundreds of thousands of 
tons of scrap iron and steel, so far 
collected by Canada’s National Sal- 
vage drive and turned: over to in- 
dustry, have helped materially to 
maintain the large flow of this es- 
sential material for war production. 

Mr. Knightley also pointed out 
how the collection of scrap metal 
from Canadian homes, garages,

workshops has saved 
|'labor, 

“If we had had to depend en- 
tirely upon Canadian iron ore for 
our stee) production,” he said, “we 
would have had to greatly increase 
the output from our few ore mines. 
This would have needed more skill- 
ed miners. They have not been 
available in any large numbers, and 
it would have been necessary to 
ene them from other : indus- 
ries,” 


| Canada’s National Salvage cam- 
paign has helped to conserve this 
labor, and to prevent dislecations 
attending large transfers of labor. 

“Nor is this the end of the con- 
tribution,” added the supervisor. 
“Last year Canada imported $13,- 
000,000 worth of scrap iron and 
steel. This used foreign exchange. 
Additional exchange was required 
for the purchase of vast quantities 
of iron ore. The National Salvage 
Campaign, by collecting scrap metal, 
helps to keep this expendituce of 
precious foreign exchange to a 
minimum.” 

These are the things the average 
Canadian does when he “saves scrap 
to scrap Hitler,” cencluded Mr. 
Knightley. To donate a quantity of 
metal really saves time, labor, and 
money. It helps directly to build 
tanks, ships, bombs, and other im- 
Plements of war. 

In eastern Canada, the supervisor 
said, the collection of stee] and iron 
Salvage goes forward apace. In 
western Canada, the problem of 
markets and transportation is still 
under consideration.

CEREMONY 

The ceremony is as follows: In- | 
cense is lit and stuck in @ bow! of 
uncooked rice. Eggs are, put into 
the bath water. Two eggs for a 
boy, and one egg for a girl 

Then a prayer is written on @ 
piece of paper. The prayer reads 
“Lady of the light of the eye, rub 
the light of the eye with two magic 
salves, the luminous herb and the 
shining stone, and may the child 
live to see five generations in the 
same room.” 

Then the paper upon which the 
prayer has been written is ignited, 
and the ashes put in the water, As 
the child is bathed, the water with 
ashes in it is applied to the eyelids. 
(In recent years they haven't been 
putting it on a baby’s eyes during 
this ceremony, as they figure it 
doesn't help the eyes any—but they 
still do it to statues.” , 

The same ceremony is performed 
when putting eyes into statues, This 
is always the Jast thing done, as the 
belief is that soon as the eyés are 
put in, the statue can see where it 
is going, and go away. 

Bince Confucius was a “teetotaler” 
it ig not proper to drink in front 
of him when he can a@e you, 80 they 
bandage the éyes of the statue with 
an ordinary piece of gray cloth, 
when they serve Saki or any Chi- 
nese wine or liquor. 

Their saying is “Fashion allee 
same—blissful unconcern.” Whieh 
is probably where we got our say- 
ing “What you don't know won't 
hurt you.”

With the rapid pace at which we 
on this continent live, we are in- 
clined to overlook the fact that the 
body machine, like any other ma- 
chine, is capable of wearing out if 
it is not looked after properly, and 
fed with the right fuel. We know 
that as old age approaches, arterial 
hardening takes place to some ex- 
tent, but there is no excuse of the 
arterio sclerosis of old age to be- 


come manifest in earlier life. Arter- 
ia] hardening is the result of weer 
and tear, and I vit geht ene that 
by proper care, this sign ap- 
proaching senility can be avoided. 

I do not mean that a man of 75 
can have the arteries of a man of ‘ 
4, but I have seen many cases 
where a man of 40 had arteries 
of a man of 75. One of the causes 
of arterial hardening is hyperten- 
sion or high blood pressure and 
this may be brought about by high 
tension in living, or otherwise 
overstrain. Of course, those with 
Bright's disease, chronic intoxica- 
tions (systemic toxemia) and those 
who eat to excess may also have a 
high blood pressure. However, I 
am discussing hardening of the 
arteries due to violations of the 
rules of life, and the only known 
remedy for the condition is to re- 
vert to normalcy before it is too 
late. Many of those affected go 
gaily on their way with few symp- 
toms, they work hard, they play 
hard and they usually are vigorous 
and eat well. Quite often the pulse 
is visible. 

The results of arterial hardening 
often bring permanent invalidism 
or sudden death in the form of _a 
blood vessel disaster in the brain, 
or what is commonly known as a 
“stroke.” Angina pectoris may de- 
velop, and the strain placed on the 
overburdened heart may cause it 
to fail suddenly. The best plan is 
to have a checkup on the blood 
pressure and a good physician will 
soon inform you that if you are 
affected, then you must change _ 
your way of life if you want to 
keep on living. A careful, quiet 
life is essential and the diet should 
be simple and restricted. Any obe- 
sity should be removed by a 
special diet, avoiding the sugars, 
starches and fats and using plenty 
of the green fresh vegetables, both 
in the cooked and raw form. Com- 
plete bowel evacuations should 
take place, and if they do not then 
the enema should be resorted to.

Infantile paralysis cases in Al- 
berta now total 34 as several new 
cases were reported Saturday, 
according to Dr. A. C. McGugan, 
Provincial director of communic- 
able diseases, The three latest 
cases to be reported are a man 
of 25 years, from Drumheller; 9 
youth 19 years old from Innisfail, 
and one case from this city. On 
Friday a case was brought in here 
from Jasper. 


Dr. McGugan said that a pecu-| 
liarity of the onset this year was 
that the incidence among older | 


groups was greater this year than 
in previous years. This was to be| 
expected in view of the observa- 
tions of the disease 

He said that older people appear-

“Women in public life," he said, “is 
the beginning of weakness,"—and 
out they went. They lost their jobs 
overnight. Only teachers in the 
primary rooms were left. Women's 
societies were ordered to disband. 
Women were forbidden to attend 
conventions in other countries. 


KEEP SILENCE 


Only one organization remained— 
the Women Workers—"Frauen- 
werk” they are called, and their 
platform is simple. They must per- 
form humble service for the nation 
renouncing pleasure, luxury or any 
show of independence. Hitler's de- 
sire for women is to have as many 
children. as they can, in or out of 
matrimony, and to perform the 
hard work of the nation, and above 
all—to keep silence. 

There are now 26 compulsory 
labor services for women. They 
have taken over the heaviest man- 
ual‘labor to release men for the 
army; when they are paid wages it 
is hever more than half’ that paid 
to men. » ih 

An American woman who was in 
Germany after the war said she 
talked to a German woman about 
this, and the reply she got was this, 
“Better run with the wind than 
@gainst it.” 

Which has a familiar sound, and 
brings back a certain book called 
“The Wave of the Future,” in which 
the author changed the figure a bit, 
but the advice was the same. 

However, we are not taking it! 
There is a Wave of the Future, but 
it is a wave of independence, a 
wave of courage, and gallantry, and 
not a wave of surrender. A friend 
in Glasgow sometimes sends me a 
Glasgow paper, pitifully small in 
size, but not dimmed in spirit. 
There I read of the way the people 
of that city, even the children, en- 
dured the bombings. A little boy 
last spring, on a cold raw morning, 
carried his five-year-old sister out 
of the ruins of their shattered home. 
He was hurt too, and his teeth chat- 
tered, but this is what he said, “I'm 
no feared. It's the cold that makes 
me shiver!’ 

I cannot believe al! the German 
women are the dumb driven cattle 
they appear to be. The leaders may 
be in prison, or dead, but there re- 
mains a fragment, a core of cour- 
ege surely. 


MUCH QUARRELLING 

A speaker yesterday told about 
the air raid shelters in Germany, 
contrasting their atmosphere of des- 
pondency and gloom with the help- 
fulness displayed in the British 
shelters. He said there was so 
much quarrelling in the German 


Ng shelters that the order of Silence 


had been issued. I am glad to hear 
the people have spunk enough to 
fight. The same speaker said the 
average German does not, believe 
any of Hitler's talk of their being a 
superior race. But they were quite 
Prepared to take the loot from the 
conquered countries. Indeed, so 
long as butter and bacon came from 
Denmark, silk stockings and beauti- 
ful dress materials came from 
France, they were ready to receive 
them, use them, and be glad: of 
these trophies of conquest. 
However, let us remember Ger- 
many is a vast country gnd we 
know little of the inner mind of 
the people. It is now a country of 
spies, of deception, fear and gloom. 
The people have no heart for this 
war—how could they? It has 
brought them cold houses, bare 
cupboards, shabby clothes, long 
casualty lists, and now air raids. 
They have in addition to all this, a 
bad conscience, and they know 
they are facing defeat. They also 
know they are the most hated 
people in the world, and that eats 
_ into them, for the Germans like to 
be praised. All the glitter and 
glory has gone from this war for 
them, and some bitter truths are be- 
ing revealed. 


MANIAC'S DANCE 

Let us remember that men and 
women have gone to. concentration 
camps rather -than join in the 
maniac’s dance. A Jewish woman 
expelled from Germany told me 
that there were as many non-Jews 
in the concentration camps as Jews 
-people who would not persecute 
their neighbors or spy on them; 
people who held to the truth when 
it would have been easy to recunt. 
Let us think of them with admire- 
tion and pray that they may have 
pesce in their souls, strength to en- 
dure, and a speedy deliverance from 
their bondage. 

All around us are signs of vic- 
tory. There is a new note of con- 
fidence in the voices which come 
over the air. We hear of the trou- 
ble the Gestapo is having in the 
robbed countries, even Quisling in 
Norway guarded by traitors like 
himself, is having attacks of con- 
science whieh cause him to cry. out 
in his sleep,

Small babies exhibit the most de- 
lightful small-baby behavior—some 
of which is thoroughly appreciated 
by their fatuous relatives—some of 
which leave them with wrinkled 
foreheads and worried emotions. 

Even at birth the baby is far from 
being a small lump. He can cough, 
yawn, suckle, swallow and, at six 
weeks, give a fleeting smile, All of 
these the mother enjoys. But let 
him hiccup or sneeze and, bless me, 
how she runs to the baby books to 
discover what to do about that! 

We might expect that when 
baby is subjected to the infiniiely 
-dusty atmosphere of any ordinary 
environment he would be inspir- 
ed te sneeze. Babies do sneeze 
and when there ie obviously no 
aftermath of the sneeze, no stuf- 
fed-up or runny nose, then the 
aneesing is just what one would 
expect, the baby's gentle effort to 
clear his head of the irritating 
particles he is inhaling. 

As for hiccups, who ever saw a 
baby who didn't hiccup? The 
mother's fear of these rhythmical 
gulpings possibly is caused by 
something she has read about the 
Seriousness of hiccups in sick per- 
sons. Her baby's hiccups, like his 
sneezes, come from an irritation. In 
this case it is soured milk particles 
in the baby's throat, caused when 
he belches up part of his recent 
dinner. A spoonful of clear water 
will wash away the temporary irri- 
tation and the hiccups with it 

And this is as good a time as any 
to mention that perennial worry ai! 
new mothers feel for “soured” milk. 
Inevitably, if the baby spits up 
curdled milk the mother has a mo- 
ment of panic. “The milk was ter- 
tibly sour,” she explains as if that 
made the spitting up so much more 
terrible 

She should have a worse panic if 
the milk lay in baby’s stomach with- 
out becoming soured. That would 
be something. The moment food 
goes into the stomach it is set upon 
by the digestive juices which are 
extremely acid in content. The 
longer the food remains in the 
stomach the more thoroughly acidi- 
fieq it becomes until it is thoroughly 
acid and fluid and can leave the 
stomach, 

So all of these fears are ground- 
less. Babies’ sneezes don't indi- 
cate an approaching cold; they

The delicious mint flavor that can 
make a king's dish of lamb chons 
roasts and stews is gborifie¢d by 
Margaret Sawyer, American expert 
On preserving and canning, in sev- 
eral “vitamin of human enjoyment" 
recipes that youll be wanting to 
try out on your own julep patch. 

Tlie peach-apricot-mint preserve 
is a brand-new idea, It goes well 
with chicken or ham, also with 
cream cheese and crisp wafers for 
dessert. Use English type mint if 
possible because it gives better 
flavor than spearmint or pepper- 
mint. 


MINT-PEAR PRESERVES 
(About 6 half-pint jars or 8 6-ounce 
glasses) 


Eight cups (2% pounds) prepared 
pears, 1 cup water, 54 cups (2% 
pounds) sugar, % teaspoon salt, 1 
tablespoon lemon juice, 2 table- 
spoons finely chopped mint leaves, 
firmly packed. 

Wash and part about 4% pounds 
firm, ripe pears, Cut into quarters, 4 
remove cores, and cut crosswise in 
thin slices, Weigh or measure into 


Bring to a boil and simmer, covered, | 
about 20 minutes, or until tender, 
stirring Occasionally. Add sugar, 
salt, and lemon juice. Mix carefully 

Cook slowly until mixture boils, 
Stirring only until sugar is dis- 
solved.

Wash apricots, cut into quarters 
with scissors, Cover with cold water 
and let stand overnight, Drain, re- 
serving 144 cups of the liquid. Wash 
and peel about 4 pounds firm, ripe 
peaches, Remove pits and cut 
length in “-inch slices. Weigh or 
measure into preserving kettle. Add 
apricots and reserved liquia. Bring 
to a boil and simmer, covered, 
about 15 minutes, or until fruits are 
tender, stirring occasionally, Add 
sugar and salt, Mix carefully. Cook 
slowly until mixture boils, stirring 
only until sugar is dissolved, Boil 
about 10 minutes, or until fruits are 
clear and syrup is somewhat thick, 
stirring frequently to’ prevent 
scorching, Skim. Add mint and re- 
heat just to boiling, Pour into clean, 
hot, sterilized jars or glasses and 
seal at once

Increase In Milk 
Prices Effective 


Milk and cream price increases in 
Edmonton ordered by the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners 
went into effect Saturday. An- 
nouncement of the price increase 
was made Thursday by G. M. Black- 
stock, K.C.,‘chairman of the board. 

Milk prices have been advanced 
from 11 to 12 cents a quart; ten per 
cént sub-standard cream (Superior) 
from 15 to 17 cents a pint; table 
cream from 15 to 17 cents a half- 
pint and whipping cream from 19 
to 21 cents a half-pint. 

The increase in milk and cream 
prices follow an inquiry made by 
the board at which it was shown 
that increased living costs to the 
farmer, increased wages being paid 
for help, and the increased cost of 
herd replacements had considerably 
reduced the producers’ margin of 
profit. 

The board ordered that producers 
of milk be given an increase of 35 
cents per 100 pounds of milk, and 
cream producers an increase of 10 
cents per pound table cream butter 
fat.

Death Of Purvis 
Blow To Britain 


NEw YORK, Aug. 16.—(CP)— 
The New York Times, commenting 
editorially upon the death in an 
airplane crash in the United King- 


J:}dom of Rt Hon. Arthur Purvis, 


said today; 

“The death last year of Lord 
Lothian, the late British ambassa- 
der to MVashington, was a severe 
blow to his country. At the time 
it was said that his loss was com- 
parable to a major defeat of Brit- 
ish arms. The damage done to the 
British cause by his untimely pass- 
ing, however, was lessened by the 
presence in Washington of Arthur 
Blaikie Purvis, head of the British 
Supply Council in North America, 
who took over from Lord Halifax, 
the present ambassador, the gen- 
eral responsibility for British pur- 
chases here. He was the link 
which provided continuity to a 
work Of vital importance to the 
British cause. 

“Now he too is gone—killed in 
a plane crash in England, where 
he had gone to report on the pro- 
gress of his mission, Firm-jawed, 
gray-haired, Mr. Purvis was a 
shrewd buyer who knew how to 
drive a bargain. Yet his fairness 
and straightforward frankness won 
him many friends in this country 
and Canada, which he knew almost 
as well as the land of his birth. He 
will be eorely missed in Washing- 
ton as well as in London.”

which simply means bad living 
conditions for a considerable 
number of their people. This is 
so general and affects so many 
that it amounts to one of the 
greatest scandals of our time. 


The immediate causes of slum 
conditions are the pressure of space 
and the pressure of competition in 
our cities, The immediate results 
of these are that owners of land are 
induced to build as much living ac- 
commodation as permitted upon a 
given area, and that too many ten- 
ants crowd into this accommoda- 
tion. 

In consequence, an excessive pro- 
portion of floor space becomes oc- 
cupied by beds, sanitary convenien- 
ces become inadequate for the 
numbers housed, and there is in- 
sufficient air in the rooms for the 
occupiers. There is insufficient ae- 
gregation of sexes and conditions of 
life for children are deplorable. 
The evils are cumulative and have 
many ramifications. One of the 
worst of these is a general careless- 
ness and negligence as regards the 
requirements and decencies of ord- 
inary life. 
life is 
tion, that is to say, the development 
of the best faculties and the enjoy- 
ment of the blessings of life. 


PUT IN REVERSE 

In the slum the process of civili- 
zation is put in reverse and life be- 
comes degraded. When people have 
no feeling of private ownership in 
their homes, when the attainment 
of pleasant surroundings becomes 
impossible, then ambition dies, 
carelessness and negligence prevai', 
and so conditions go from bad to 
worse. This may be contrasted 
with family life in a cottage home 
surrounded by a garden in which 
the owner takes pride and delight. 

The problem is so great and so 
widespread and cries out so loudly 
for correction that the governments 
of all countries are beginning to 
take a most serious interest in it. 


COMPREHENSIVE SURVEY 

The British government has es- 
tablished a ministry of re-construc- 
tion which is undertaking the most 
comprehensive survey of the situa- 
tion ever contemplated. The exces- 
sive drift of population from country 
to town is to be reduced by better- 
ing conditions of life in the country. 
The congestion of great cities is to 
be mitigated by greater dispersal of 
such industries as may be as well, 
or even better, placed in smaller 
centres. The country is to be en- 
couraged to produce more, and 
more varied, products, both raw

A more general dif- 
fusion of life and work is aimed at 
as opposed to individual iffe values 
rather than to farthering processes 
of degradation. 

For example, underground rail- 
ways are great technical achieve- 
ments, but actually they are pow- 
erful aids in heaping congestion 
upon congestion in great cities. 
They add nothing to the joy of life. 
They degrade life. 

This broad general attack on 
the question of congestion of 
population is good and necensary. 
But action of this kind from the 
top can, of itself, accomplish 
nothing. If it is not supported 
from the bottom it will be built 
on alr and tumble down, Cities 
themselves, actuated by the mot- 
ive power of their individual citi- 
zens must esteblish the necessary 
foundation. 


I have said in previous articles 
that the new town planning pro- 
cedure has its rational methods of 
attacking such problems. The steps 
in this procedure are: .detailed sur- 
vey of the situation, diagnosis of it, 
and then a constructive design fol- 
lowed by putting that plan in prac- 
tice and finally its continuous 
maintenance in running order. 


OFFERED PRIZE 


What this means in practice may 
be illustrated by the following ex- 
periment: Some years ago the Roy- 
al Institute of British Architects of- 
ecred a prize for Slum Reconstruc- 
tion, Competitors were to take a 
slum area of about 20 acres in an 
actual city, make a survey and 
analysis of its condition, and to pro- 
duce a plan for its reconstruction. 
The winner of this competition, 
with the co-operation of the city 
authorities and with the aid of all 
information that the city could fur- 
nish, investigated the district, noted 
the number of fameélies involved, 
the number in each family, the 
number of children in each family, 
the nature of the occupation of 
each worker, their hours of work, 
the incomes earned, the amount 
paid in rent. As the congestion had 
to be reduced it was necessary to 
find out what could be done with 
those displaced, Since this was to 
be a scheme of reconstruction, it 
was not necessary to detail the diag- 
nosis of bad conditions, These 
were known' beforehand but were 
amply revealed and confirmed by 
the survey. 

Next, a constructive plan was 
produced, A prominent element in 
this was a series of apartment 
blocks 10 storeys in height, Not
